Water-Sewer Debentures Will 
Not Be Issued Until Next Year 


At the regular town council 
meeting held Monday evening of 
this week it was decided that the 
debentures for the water and sewer 
systems will not be issued until 
next year. The council sought the 
advice of investment and trust 
companies on this matter and with¬ 
out exception they advised this 
course. Delivery date for the need¬ 
ed sewer tile is still set at March 
1949. 

Council received a report from 
Fire Chief Jim Shortt and it was 
decided to add two more members 
to the fire brigade, bringing its 
total strength to twelve. Purchase 
of a fog nozzle and a 002 extin¬ 
guisher was also authorized. 

Town Secretary J. L. Findlay 
was appointed as enumerator for 
the supplementary voters list. 

Advice was received • from the 
provincial government that all 
buildings at the Vulcan Airport 
have been taken Over by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works.

Wide Variation in Yields 

But Good Average Expected; 

Rye Crop is Profitable 

_ e 

The provincial Department of 
Agriculture’s latest crop bulletin 
says that in Crop .District No. 4 
(Vulcan) fair to good crops are 
reported with wheat yields estim¬ 
ated at 10 to 30 and oats and bar¬ 
ley at 25 to 40. 26 percent wheat 
had been cut and 4 percent thresh¬ 
ed or combined as at Sept. 4th. 
Some damage from hail and wheat- 
stem saw-fly and some lodging has 
occurred. Condition of summerfal- 
low is good to excellent, pasture 
outlook is satisfactory and live¬ 
stock are in good condition. 

• Unsettled weather, with occasion¬ 
al showers, has been delaying the 
harvest in the Vulcan district and 
there is also a shortage of harvest 
labor. Wheat yields are as low as 
10 bushels per acre on stubble 
land, but on the other hand many 
good crops of 35 and even 40 
bushels per acre of wheat have 

beerr-reported —un,l sn pimerfallow 
crops not hit by hailare averag-' 
ing from 20 to 25. 

Rye'has been a profitable crop 
for many district farmers this 
year, with at least one 25 bushels 
per acre yield of this grain being 
harvested. With the current rye 
price at close to $3.50 per bushel 
such a crop gives a very high per 
acre return.

‘This is the argupient of the municipal taxpayer 
who is in general the backbone of our land. He is 
the owner-farmer who produces the bulk of Our crops 
and keeps the. land clean because it’s his; the town 
EDITOR store proprietor yho is here to stay; the city wage 
earner with a pride in his own home. These are the 
citizens who are saying “LaJ off the mill rate. Let 
all the people pay for the education of all the peo¬ 
ple.” One cannot deny the justice of this protest. 

“That is why the provincial associations of muni¬ 
cipal officers* are more insistently demanding help 
from the Alberta government which can and does 
tax everybody, And the provincial govemmfent re¬ 
ceives large subsidies from the Dominion which also 
taxes .everybody. Between them these two govern¬ 
ments tax the consumers of liquor, tobacco, cosmet¬ 
ics, radio, jewelry amusements automobiles and hun¬ 
dreds of things that are far less essential than farm¬ 
lands and homes. Yet they are costing many times 
.more than our starved educational system. 

- “Dufing the past ten years of emergency, we have 
not allowed our judic ary to fall to pieces, nor our 
police, our civil service, our postal service nor our 
railways and parliaments. They have behind them 
the broad taxation powers of dominion and province. 
Only educat on and particularly rural education, has 
been allowed to deteriorate. The children have been 
' allowed to take the rap. 

“How to pay for education ? Tax the luxury spend¬ 
ing of all people through prohlncial channel. Make 
provincial grants big enough to put up good schools 
and put teacher.* in all these schools.”

f N its effort to induce the senior governments to 
carry a heavier share of educational expense, the 
Alberta Educational Council published an article or 
the unjust distribution pf costs. Of the 14 milVon 
spent in Alberta last year about $3,650,000 were pio- 
vided by the provincial government, although in 
many instances schools were getting as high as 80G 
of their support from the province. Actually the pro 
vincial government has increased its educational sup¬ 
port to much greater degree than municipalities. 

But the article points out that municipalities have, 
with rare exception, only the one tax to levy i.e. the 
Property tax. “Your farm, my house and lot, the 
other fellow’s comer store, are assessed at so many 
dollars vajue and taxes so many mills on the dollar. 
If we own real property we pay for the schools. If 
we tkm’t own real property, we don’t pay for the 
schools.'J If we lived in normal times we might say 
that the landlord gets his taxes from the renter, and 
the farmer from the consumer. But we know that in 
depression and war, the_ landlord cannot control hi» 
rents, nor can the farmer say what will be the price

Increase In 
Price of Wheat 


An increase in the initial price ■ 
of wheat, retroactive to the 1945 
crop, will be recommended to par¬ 
liament by the government. Higher 
prices will include crop years 1945 
to 1949 inclusive. Present price is 
$1.35 a bushel ~ and the new price, 
unofficially mentioned is from 
$1,55 to $1,65 a bushel. 

As soon as parliament approves 
this boost at the next session, the 
new price will become effective. 
Payments would start as soon as 
possible. The next session will 
meet early next year. The new 
price comes out of the wheat board 
profits on-external sales. 

The board has been paying the 
producer an initial price of $1.25 
for wheat which is sold to Britain 
for $1.55 and elsewhere in the 
world at $2.50. The pool of profit 
thus formed, results in funds from 
which participation certificates are 
distributed to farmers. 

Officials said the higher price 
would in no way interfere with o* 
violate the Anglo-Canadian wheat 
contract, under which Canada has 
undertaken to deliver 600,000,000 
bushels to Britain Over a four-, 
■year period, selling the wheat at 
$1.55 in the first two years and ai 
floor pr ces of $1.25 and $1, re¬ 
spectively, in the last two years. 

Meanwhile Agricultural Minister 
Gardiner is in Europe at present 
and it is expected that an increase 
in pr'ce may bo arrived at in agree¬ 
ment with Britain for 1948 crop. 

Canada has been getting $1 a 
bushel less than market price for 
wheat sold to Britain for the first ■> 
two years of the contract. No ceil¬ 
ings were set on the third and 
fourth year shipments. It is pre¬ 
dicted that a world shortage will 
exist for years.

A few years ago in the Turner 
Val ey area, one of the contentious 
quest on', was the inconvenience 
caused to landf owners by the en¬ 
trance of oil companies on the land 
and the general compensation to 
which.the surface owner might be 
'entitled. 

The same situation is now crop-- 
I ing up in the Leduc district, and 
' ;• recent dee sion recorded in the 
"Financial Post is of local interest. 

“First decision regarding award 
of compensation to a farmer in the 
1 educ oil fuid for damage to and 
use of his land for-cfil development 
\ as been made by an arb tration 
board here under the Right of Knl 
try Arbitration Act* passed at-me 
last session of the Alberta legisla¬ 
ture. 

“John Bilozer, Leduc district 
farmer, was awarded $1,400 and 
annual rental of $50 an acie »n 
each,of 10 acres affected from Im- 
'perial Oil, who brought .in theii 
No. 5 well—a producing well—on 
bis property. 

“The board qecided that 10 acres 
of Bilozea’s land had been used by 
the oil company. Of this, four acres 
was considered destroyed. This was 
assessed at $75 an acre. To this 
was added 50% of this amount of 
‘.nconvenience and severance’ and 
another one-third for ‘compulsory 
taking.’ This brought the award to 
$600 and the board included a first 
year’s rental of $60 an acre for six 
acres to add another $300. Another 
$500 went for ‘geneialOdlsturbance’ 
which made the $1,400 total. 

“The annual rental of $50 an 
acre will give Bilozer $500 a year, 
starting January, 1948. The com¬ 
pany will have the privilege of ap¬ 
plying to the board to reduce the 
area it requires as its operations 
permit. 

“In allowing the sum of $500 for 
‘general disturbance’ the board 
include*^ under that heading such 
items as no se, spiell and worry. 
‘Worry is an .ntangible thing,’ 
said the report, ‘but the man who 
is proud of his farm, who has al¬ 
ways believed he could operate it 
without interference from any¬ 
body is far more deeply disturbed 
by this development than can be 
generally realized.’’ 

Agricultural Minister Gardiner 
speaking at the Food and Agricul¬ 
tural Organization in Geneva, said 
bluntly that more money should be 
spent on necessities and less on lux 
uries. Kssentials are food, clothing 
shelter. He did not believe in the 
policy / of countries spending their' 
way to. prosperity.

G. B. Martin, agricultural errgwi- 
eer of the Alberta Dept, of Agri¬ 
culture, has warned against ineffic¬ 
ient use of combines, which may 
lesult in unnecessary loss of grain. 

Loss at the cutter bar is usually 
one of the highest. It includes all 
snelled grain and heads that have 
been thrown to the ground by an 
improperly adjusted reel. Next in 
extent is the rack loss, and this is 
important because so many adjust¬ 
ments of the other areas liavd a 
Uistinct bearing jin the extent of 
tile rack loss. Over-loading •means 
higher rack losses. A high shoe 
Iocs is usually, associated with .» 
high rack loss. 

When the crpp being harvesteo is 
one of the smalj-seeded forage 
c:ops such as Alsike clover, Alt w- 
swede clover dr Alfalfa, the corn ct 
operation of t^e combine is of out¬ 
most importance. Studies made 
during 1946 and 1946 '-showed that 
very heavy losses—as much as 500 
pounds per acre—were occurring 
during harvesting operations. Al¬ 
sike shatters very easily and when 
left for straight combining, mu -h 
of the seed was left on the ground. 
Windrowing with a mower, and 
windrower having a long gradual 
turn, and then combining when the 
w ndrows are dry, appear to be 
more satisfactory than straight 
combining. The windrowing must 
be done while the crop is still fair¬ 
ly green and will settle into a com¬ 
pact wihdTow. 

Alsike threshes readily. Closing 
up the cylinder more than enough 
to get most of the seed out of the 
head only causes excessive load¬ 
ing of the sieves with consequent 
loss of seed at this point. Consid¬ 
erable wind can be used if it is 
properly directed. The blast should, 
be turned up to hit the forward 
pores of the sieves. 

A combine w.ll handle only a 
certain volume of material effic¬ 
iently and the limit of capacity 
will vary with different machines 
and the condition of the crop. In 
crops of heavy or lodged straw- n 
is a good idea to reduce the rate of 
travel if possible, to avoid ,over- 
loading the straw rack.

Hail Damage 
Worst in 10 Years 


ON DISPLAY NOW 


The Alberta Wheat Pool estimat¬ 
ed about $20,000,000 damage this 
year has been done by hailstorms 
in Alberta—the worst in 10 years. 

J. Glenn Elder, manager of the 
hail insurance board, said, how¬ 
ever, that only between $1,000,- 
000 and $?,000,000 will be paid in 
claims. Up to last week the board 
received 4,200 claims. 

The Wheat Pool 9aid approxi¬ 
mately 600,000 acres had beten hit * 
by hail, with much of the area 
damaged 100 per cent. “It is es¬ 
timated that 25 per cent, of the 
farmers carried enough insurance 
to cover the cost of labor, seed and 
other crop expenses. 

One of the largest storms, the 
pool said, was in the Wetaskiwin 
district about 50 miles south of Ed¬ 
monton, where a 50-mile strip ex¬ 
tending from the d strict to thp 
Saskatchewan border was damag¬ 
ed up to 100 per cent. 

“Oth^r storms causing heavy 
damage were those extending over 
an area of 100 miles wide .from 
Vulcan to Saskatchewan border; 
and another storm, although smal¬ 
ler in area, caused extremely 
ln-avy damage in an area between 
N obleford and Seven Persons.
